A FARMER 


The Vicar of Satley, a hamlet 
in the County Durham hills, | is 
also a farmer. In his backyard 
he has a dozen ducks, two geese, 
a pair of chickens and a couple 
of goats. 

800n gulnea fowls will 
added to the stock, and 
sibly even a cow. 

But the fifty-year-old vicar’s 
main farming iine is pigs. 
With the ald of his wife this 

farmer-churchman, the Rev, Eric 
W, Wale, has begun a pig club 
in the village. 

Already there are a 
members in the club and 
have about twenty pigs. 

The members grow most of 
thelr own pig food. When a 
porker is slaughtered half of it 
goes to market, but most of the 
remainder is distributed round+ 
the parish. 


Self-Supporting 


“You cast your pig upun the 
waters, but it comes back to you 
in no time,” says the vicar. 

“The village ts self-support- 
ing In many foods—it hag to 
be, because In. bad weather we 
are cut off from civillsation for 
days at a time, 

“We can produce a completely 
meal—potatoes and 
beans from the garden, 
pig in any form, and, for a sweet, 
black currants, also grown in the 
garden. There are leeks, too, if 
we want them.” 

In the neighbouring village of 
Taw Law. the..Rey.. Willian Mill- 
burn combines. the hobbjes_ of 
plgqkeeping and, asfronomy., And 
by Wartime standards, he {is one 
of the richest men in the coun- 
try—last year his garden pro- 
duced a crop of 1,400 onions.

TEA LEAVES 
CAN BE 
RESTORED 


Tests will determine 
whether or not Britain 
can be made virtually. in- 
dependent of tea imports. 

A. group of British 
scientists claim to have 
discovered a process 
whereby spent tea leaves 
can be restored to their 


original form. 

Negotiations taking place as 
a result cf which the War Office 
are expected to put at the disposal 
of the scientists tins of used leaves 
for a final test. 

Recently it was revealed 
that the War Office Directorate 
of Research were trying to find if 
some use could be made of used 
tea leaves, of which the British 
Army ut home produce something 
like 16 tons a day. 

A Harley Street research expert 
read the report, and-at once re- 
called that some years ago he had 
been associated with researches 
which had provided a solution to 
the vroblem, 

He immediately got in touch 
with the War Office Directorate of 
Research, 


Expert’s Claim 


“We claim that by our pro- 
cess tea jeavee can be made not 
only as good as they were. before 
the tea was made, but better,” 
he sald. 

“Not only that, the process can 
also be applied to ordinary un- 
used leaves, with the result that 
they will go four times as far as 
they normally do. 

“In other words, the present ra- 
tion of 20z. per head per week can 
be made to go as far as %lb, 


Grade Il 


“The tea produced by this me- 
thod—and which we propose 
calling Grade. I] tea—could,.be 
cold at about 1s, 1Ib. 

“This would save the country 
millions of pounds. a year _in 
money, as well as much shipping 
space, 

“The original research was car- 
ried out in 1929 by a Cambridge 
scientist, o Glasgow University 
chemist and a ductor, who was a 
dietetic expert. 

“They dlecovered that, when 
tea is made in the ordinary way 
all the really vaiuablo producta 
remain behind In the , leayes 
and all that Is extracted Is some 
colouring matter, a few | gums 
and a certain amount of the 
stimulant, thain. 

“A detailed analysis resulted in 
certain substances, which are de- 
finitely beneficial.as medicines, be- 
ing extracted from, the tea, . 

“We found 2 way, not only, of 
restoring used leaves to their nor- 
mal state, ‘but of improving them 
so that these beneficial products 
are also extracted by. the. hot, wa- 
ter when ‘the tea.

Those who listened to 
Mr. Churchill’s broadcast, 
and it was heard by mil- 
lions, must have felt once 
again the inspiration, the 
courage, the confidence 
and the honesty of the 
Prime Minister. Charac- 
teristically, Mr. Churchill 
made no attempt to gloss 
over the effects of the de- 
feat in Greece or the dan- 
ger in Libya, nor did he 
try to cheer his hearers 
with false hopes or vague 
promises. He has looked 
at all aspects of the pre- 
sent war in Europe so 
long that he seems to pos- 
sess an uncanny power of 
prophecy as to its future 
course—as well as its final 
outcome—and can, there- 


fore, speak more calmly, 


and with greater assur- 
ance than a man of lesser 
vision. 

Mr. Churchill did not 
waste time in abuse of 
the Germans or in such 
bombastic utterances as 
are so beloved by the 
German Fuehrer. He did 
not minimise the dangers 
to which the Democra- 
cries are exposed, but he 
was able to say that we 
must not lose our sense of 
proportion, that Hitler 
cannot find escape from 
avenging justice by ad- 
ventures In the East, that 
he must conquer the 
British Isles or fail, and 
that the danger to which 
Britain is exposed to-day 
is incomparably less 
alarming than it was last 
summer. 

Mr. Churchill poured 
scorn, furthermore, on 
suggestions of uneasiness 
and discouragement in 
Britain as a consequence 
of the Greek campaign.
